The  Bureau  of  Preschool  Education,  Child  Development 
Programs,  California  Department  of  Education,  has  again  requested 
that  City  College  Campus  Division,  San  Francisco  Community 
College  District  apply  for  funds  to  continue  the  existing  program 
in  1995-96.

It  is  important  to  have  drummers  because  in  an  African- 
Haitian  and/or  traditional  African  dance  class,  an  atmosphere  is 
created  as  closely  as  possible  to  all  the  traditional  realms  of 
African  society. 

An  attitude  of  unity,  oneness  within  a  community,  is 
critical  in  the  classroom  to  express  traditional  African  dance. 
The  live  drum  is  important  in  achieving  this  unity. 

Africa  has  a  rich  variety  of  art  forms  in  religious  and 
communal  artifacts.   Both  music  forms  and  dance  forms  were 
regarded  by  Africans  as  integral  parts  of  their  culture.   Dancing 
generally  involved  the  whole  village,  either  as  active 
participants  or  as  spectators.   Recorded  music  is  not  a 
satisfactory  substitute. 

Execution  of  this  contract  is  necessary  because  of 
special  training  in  playing  traditional  rhythms  for  execution  of 
African-Haitian  dance.   Contractor  agrees  and  declares  that  he  is 
gualified  to  perform  such  special  services  and  that  he  is  willing 
to  render  them.

This  resolution  requests  a  retroactive  authorization  to  submit  a  grant  application  to  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Education,  Office  of  Postsecondary  Education  (Title  III)  to  strengthen 
student  academic  success  for  non-traditional  students.  The  grant  application  was  submitted 
May  15,  1995,  and  due  to  an  oversight  in  the  Office  of  Development,  authorization  was  not 
obtained  from  the  Board.  This  resolution  also  requests  authorization  to  appropriate  any  funds 
receivable  from  this  grant  proposal.  This  proposal  consists  of  two  programs.  The  first  will  use 
supplemental  instruction  (student-led  tutorial  groups)  in  high-risk  courses  (courses  where  more 
than  30%  of  the  students  receive  "D's,  F's  or  Withdrawals").  The  second  program  will  use  new 
instructional  technologies  (computer  assisted  instruction-multi-media  and  on-line  techniques). 
Faculty  will  be  trained  in  these  educational  methods,  and  methods  will  be  integrated  into 
classrooms. 

The  proposal  also  calls  for  implementing  an  institutional  accountability  system  which  will 
allow  faculty  and  administrators  easy  access  to  planning,  assessment,  and  budgetary 
information.  This  would  include  providing  access  to  a  wide  range  of  reports  such  as  student 
statistical  and  outcome  information,  or  projected  budgets.  A  second  system  will  give  students 
computer  access  to  general  information  about  the  college  such  as  our  catalog,  schedule  of 
classes,  events,  and  frequently  asked  questions.  Both  of  these  systems  will  be  user-friendly, 
have  the  ability  to  retrieve  information  stored  on  a  mainframe  computer,  and  improve  planning 
processes. 

The  total  amount  being  requested  is  $1,683,860  for  the  period  October  1,  1995  to 
September  30,  2000.  City  College  will  be  the  fiscal  agent  for  the  grant.  Steven  Levinson,  a 
faculty  member  of  the  City  College  of  San  Francisco  Department  of  English  will  be  the  Project 
Director.  The  grant  will  fund  the  design,  development,  piloting  and  implementation  of  these 
programs.  Funds  will  cover  personnel  costs,  supplies,  travel,  and  equipment.  The  college 
would  receive  approximately  70  computers  and  several  computer  servers. 

There  will  be  no  direct  costs  to  the  College.  Nor  are  there  any  cash  or  in-kind  matches 
required.

President  and  Members: 

In  July  1  993,  the  Board  of  Trustees  passed  Resolution  No.  930728-B1  to 
fund  the  MIS  Project  to  replace  the  existing  Bull  mainframe  computer  hardware  and  software.   The 
MIS  Project  included  the  purchase  of  new  computer  hardware,  software,  networking  equipment, 
maintenance,  conversion  of  the  student  information  system  (ISIS),  and  new  administrative  software 
(SCT's  Banner  Finance  and  Human  Resources  modules).   The  MIS  Project  was  funded  by  a  tax 
exempt  lease  and  finance  sales  contracts  with  Hewlett  Packard  Corporation  for  a  total  amount  not 
to  exceed  $4,365,000  with  total  repayments  not  to  exceed  $5,340,000.    In  August  1993,  the 
Board  of  Trustees  passed  Resolution  No.  930826-B18  which  amended  Resolution  No.  930728-B1 
and  authorized  the  total  cost  of  the  MIS  Project  not  exceed  $4,533,837,37  with  total  payments  not 
to  exceed  $5,621,240.    Since  the  summer  of  1993,  SFCCD  has  procured  computer  hardware, 
software  and  services  as  authorized  in  the  two  resolutions.    However,  since  the  SFCCD  rate  of 
expenditure  against  this  total  was  slower  than  originally  anticipated,  there  accrued  interest  savings 
to  the  District.    The  ITS  Department  and  the  District  Business  Office  have  met  with  Hewlett  Packard 
Corporation's  Leasing  Department  and  renegotiated  the  repayment  terms  of  the  tax  exempt  lease 
and  finance  sales  contracts  for  a  total  amount  not  to  exceed  $5,1 12,900,  as  shown  below:

The  overall  savings  to  the  District  at  the  end  of  the  repayment  period  would  be  approximately 
$476,345.    Based  on  the  original  repayment  terms,  a  payment  of  $102,667.77  was  paid  in  June, 
1994.    In  recognition  of  new  repayment  terms,  a  difference  of  $24,200  (approximate  because  the 
$517,400  is  rounded  off)  from  the  June  1994  repayment  was  applied  toward  the  June  1995 
repayment  thereby  reducing  the  amount  paid  in  June  1995  from  of  $517,400  to  $493,250.72 
(actual  amount  invoiced  and  paid).    Subsequent  repayment  amounts  will  be  in  accordance  with  the 
new  annual  repayment  terms  and  schedule  with  adjustments  should  expenditure  levels  vary  from 
projected  amounts. 
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In  the  1994-95  ITS  Department  budget,  $891,835.00  was  budgeted  for  annual 
repayment  of  the  tax  exempt  lease  and  finance  sales  contracts.    Because  the  repayment  in  June 
1995  was  $493,250.72,  that  left  $398,584.28.   That  amount  was  applied  to  add  upgrades  to  the 
Hewlett  Packard  computer  system  and  other  related  support  areas  of  the  MIS  Project  to  meet  needs 
and  demands  that  were  not  originally  anticipated  in  1993: 

$34,400     Network  communication  equipment. 

The  Bull  mainframe  data  communication  system  was  not  set  up  to  handle  the  large 
number  of  dial-up  lines  in  a  "production-level"  environment.    There  were  originally 
20  dial-up  lines  to  the  Bull.    We  now  have  44  dial-up  lines,  and  ITS  projects  up  to 
100  lines  will  be  needed  to  service  increasing  demands.    Increased  user  demand  for 
dial-up  has  mainly  come  from  the  academic  users,  however  there  has  also  been 
some  increase  in  demand  from  administration  and  staff.    This  new  equipment 
provides  the  infrastructure  to  support  an  additional  24  dial-up  lines. 

$93,100     Upgrade  to  Hills  server  (Academic  Server) 

The  Bull  mainframe  served  mainly  the  programming  students  in  the  Computer  & 
Information  Science  Department  and  a  few  other  departments.    Currently  the  new 
Hewlett  Packard  system  replaces  that  original  Bull  function.    However,  because  the 
new  system  has  much  more  capability  than  the  Bull  system,  especially  with  Internet 
access,  there  is  a  lot  more  demand  from  other  instructional  departments  than  what 
our  current  system  can  meet.    The  hardware  upgrade  to  the  Hills  server  will  give 
more  processing  power  and  disk  storage  to  the  academic  server,  which  currently 
serves  over  2,000  students  and  faculty.    This  upgrade  brings  the  academic  server 
into  the  same  class  as  the  administrative  servers.    This  is  the  first  step  in  meeting 
the  demands  from  Instruction  for  more  computing  access. 

$22,000     Upgrade  of  Fog  server  (SCT  Banner  server) 

The  original  hardware  configuration  for  Fog  did  not  anticipate  the  current  version  of 
SCT's  Banner  2.1.5  software  which  would  allow  users  access  to  Banner  through  a 
graphical  user  interface  (GUI),  making  the  software  much  easier  to  use.   The  GUI 
feature  was  not  available  when  Banner  was  first  purchased  In  1993.    Upgrade  to 
Banner  2.1  will  require  upgrades  to  the  server,  campus-wide  network,  and  desktop 
PC's.    Upgrade  to  Banner  2.1 .5  is  required  to  do  full  implementation  of  payroll. 

$10,000  Additional  Network  Printers  and  interfaces  to  make  existing  printers  network 

capable. 

$18,500  Burster  and  separator  for  ITS  Dept.    (used  in  processing  PARS,  grade  sheets,  census 

sheets,  reports).    These  2  pieces  of  equipment  are  heavily  used  and  over  15  years 
old.    The  repair  vendor  has  advised  that  parts  are  no  longer  available. 

$13,100  New  Scantron  for  ITS  Dept.  for  scanning  gradesheets.    The  existing  scanner  was 

purchased  as  used  equipment  and  costs  over  $7,000  in  annual  maintenance.   The 
new  model  costs  $1300  in  annual  maintenance.  -  — 

$5,000  Computer  Room  Console  Cabinet  for  ITS  Dept.    Current  computer  room  was  not  set 

up  to  handle  the  number  of  HP  servers  and  LAN  servers  for  a  client-server 
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environment.    The  current  furniture  consists  of  tables  rather  than  the  space-saving 
and  more  efficient  console  cabinet. 

$15,000  Estimated  cost  to  upgrade  current  HP  operating  system  to  HP  UX  10.    New  version 

of  Banner  and  Oracle  require  upgrade  to  HP  UX  10.    Hewlett  Packard  Corporation 
cannot  quote  a  price  since  HP  UX  10  has  not  been  released. 

$4,000  Copyboard  for  Batmale  Hall  Conference  Room  and  Training  Room,  used  for  both 

Banner  and  student-system  conversion  meetings  and  training  sessions. 

$180,000  Sixty  PC's  (Pentium  90's)  to  replace  current  PC's  which  are  inadequate  to  run 

Banner  2.1 .5  in  a  GUI  environment.    Banner  version  2.1 .5  is  needed  to  fully 
implement  the  in-house  payroll  system,  scheduled  to  begin  January  1996.    The 
equipment  will  be  distributed  as  follows: 

27  for  Staff  Training  Rooms  (currently  using  donated  8088  PC's)  in  Batmale  Hall  and 
31  Gough,  18  for  District  Business  Office  Staff,  15  for  ITS  Programming  and 
Support  Staff.    In  their  current  state,  the  equipment  in  neither  training  room  is 
adequate  for  training  in  Banner  2.1 .5,  or  training  on  any  software  running  under 
Windows. 

In  the  1995-96  ITS  Department  tentative  budget,  $891,835.00  was  budgeted  for  annual  repayment 
of  the  tax  exempt  lease  and  finance  sales  contract.  Per  the  new  annual  repayment  terms, 
approximately  $552,000.00  is  project  to  be  expended.  As  the  schedule  for  completion  of  the 
conversion  of  the  student  information  system  software  has  been  extended,  the  Bull  mainframe  will 
need  to  remain  in  use.  The  difference  of  $339,835  will  be  reallocated  to  pay  for  the  hardware  and 
software  maintenance  of  the  Bull  mainframe,  to  the  extent  needed.  The  annual  projection  for  the 
Bull  mainframe  for  1995-96  is  $301,000.

The 
MIS  Project  included  the  purchase  of  new  computer  hardware,  software,  networking  equipment, 
maintenance,  conversion  of  the  student  information  system  (ISIS),  and  new  administrative  software 
(SCT's  Banner  Finance  and  Human  Resources  modules).    The  resolution  authorized  the  purchase  of 
three  Hewlett  Packard  H9000  servers.   The  three  servers  were  configured  to  accommodate  the 
application  needs  as  projected  in  Spring  1993.    Since  that  time,  the  configuration  needs  have 
changed  necessitating  upgrades  to  the  servers  in  the  areas  of  more  processing  power  and  more  disk 
storage.   The  proposed  upgrades  are  as  follows: 

$93,100     Upgrade  to  Hills  server  (Academic  Server)

Resolution  No.  950727-B34  revises  the  repayment  terms  of  the  tax  exempt  lease  and  finance  sales 
contracts  with  Hewlett  Packard  Corporation  thereby  making  funds  available  fort  he  purchase  of  this 
equipment.

President  and  Members: 

City  College  of  San  Francisco  serves  approximately  70  0 
international  students  from  50  different  countries.  To  reduce 
financial  risk  for  the  student  and  the  institution,  it  is  important 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  international  students  who  arrive  in  the 
United  States  with  varied  expectations  about  health  care. 
International  students  may  find  the  United  States  health  care 
system  confusing. 

When  international  students  require  medical  attention, 
they  are  many  times  faced  with  large  medical  bills  which  then 
require  them  to  suspend  their  education  and  return  home,  or  to  put 
off  seeking  the  medical  attention  they  need,  resulting  in  a 
continuing  student  unable  to  succeed  because  of  poor  health. 

Of  seven  California  community  colleges  surveyed,  five  are 
requiring  health  insurance  for  their  international  students.  It  is 
proposed  that  City  College  of  San  Francisco  require  its  credit 
international  students  to  have  medical  insurance.

WHEREAS,  1995  is  the  60th  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  City  College  of  San  Francisco,  one  of 
the  largest  colleges  in  the  United  States,  which  has  provided  educational  opportunities  for  several 
million  students  representing  the  cultural,  ethnic  and  racial  diversity  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area;

One  of  those  honored  was 
Chiune  Sugihara.  the  late  former 
Japanese  diplomat  of  Lithuania 
who  disobeyed  his  government 
and  sacrificed  his  career  to  save 
thousands  of  Jew; 

A  video  proclaimed:  "By  the 
war's  end,  Sugihara  had  issued 
8,000  visas.  Each  visa  wa  a  de- 
cree of  life  for  a  European  Jew." 

Dressed  in  a  k.mono.  his  81- 
year-old  widow,  Yuttko  Sugihara 
of  Yaotsu.  Japar..  received  a 
standing  ovation  as  she  walked 
onto  the  stage  to  hjd.1  a  candle  of 

At  a  special  reception,  she  met 
with  Steven  Spielberg,  film- 
maker of  the  Academy  Award- 
winning  motion  picture 
MSchindler's  List,"  a  film  about 
the  Holocaust.  She  bad  seen  the 
movie  twice  and  raid  she  was 
"greatly  moved."  Spielberg  told 
her  he  had  read  much  about  ber 
husband  and  called  him  "a  sav- 
ior." 

Yukiko  Sugihara  and  ber  eldest 
son,  Hiroki,  had  also  journeyed 
to  the  Simon  Wiesenthal 
Museum  of  Tqfcrnnce  in  Los 
Angeles  to  open  u  -itncial  photo- 
graphic exhibit  about  the  diplo- 


mat, entitled  "Visas  tor  Life." 

During  a  relaxed  rtoment.  Mrs. 
Sugihara  talked  trout  her  laic 
husband 

Speaking  through  a  translator, 
she  said,  "After  wc  went  back  to 
Japan,  be  wanted  to  continue 
working  with  the  Ministry  of 
Foreign  Affairs.  One  day,  he 
wanted  to  become  ambassador  to 
the  Soviet  Union.  He  was  very 
much  interested  in  using  the 
Russian  language.  After  he  re- 
tired, he  just  wanted  to  live  a 
peaceful  lire." 

Instead,  the  government  dis- 
missed him  from  the  diplomatic 
corps  for  disobeying  orders.  He 
was  shocked.  The  government 
blacklisted  him. 

Mrs.  Sugihara  a-  now  touring 
the  country  and  speaking  to  audi- 
cocci  to  rally  support  for  her 
husband  and  to  encourage  the 
Japanese  government  to  finally 
honor  him. 

"We  really  didn't  want  [his 
deeds  J  to  be  recognized"  she  sakL 
"We  didn't  think  that  this  was 
anything  exnaonfinary.  We  didn't 
think  about  telling  people  about 
ibis  story."' 

She  continued  "Yes,  I  also 
wonder  why  Japan  doesn't  recog- 
nize his  heroic  deeds.  Actually, 
other  countries  like  Israel  and  die 
United  States  are  recognizing  his 


In  1991.  the  Japanese  govern- 
ment offered  an  apology,  but  it 
apparently  wasn't  rtough. 

Hiroki  Sugihara  snid.  "the  gov- 
ernment did  somching  for  us. 
They  said  they  apologized,  but 


Japanese  words  arc  very  vague, 
the  expression  didn't  actually 
mean, 'we're  sorry.'" 

Hiroki  credited  his  mother  for 
persuading  bis  father  to  sign  the 
visas,  allowing  the  Jews  to  es- 
cape. He  said  ms  father  knew  the 
decision  be  was  making  was  dan- 
gerous. 

"He  told  her  not  to  step  in  bis 
office  because  it  was  his  respon- 
sibility," Hiroki  recounted.  "In 
case  the  Nazis  or  Japanese  gov- 
ernment accused  him  (of  being  a 
traitor],  she  wouid  ce  involved, 
so  he  said.  "Stay  out"  and  signed 
the  visas  alone." 

Mrs.  Sugihara  offrred  a  simple 
explanation  why  the  diplomat 
was  committed  to  saving  the 
lives  of  Jews.  She  said,  "When 
my  husband  was  in  Harbin 
[China],  he  was  baptized  a 
Christian.  He  believed  in  God  ... 
When  he  bad  to  make  his  deci- 
sion, we  had  a  long  talk.  He  felt 
that  if  he  didn't  do  iu  be  would 
be  disobeying  God." 

Hiroki  Sugihara.  who  was  5 
years  old  at  the  time,  said.  "I 
asked  my  dad  if  he  didn't  help 
these  people,  what  would  happen 
to  them?  He  said,  'they  all  would 
be  killed.'  I  felt  very  bad.  and 
asked  him  to  help  the  people." 

The  Sugihara  family  plans  to 
travel  to  Chicago,  New  York  and 
Washington,  D.C.  before  return- 
ing to  Japan.

SUBJECT:       RESOLUTION  NO.  950803-S 1 

The  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  declares 
that  its  meeting  on  August  3,  1995  is  1)  a  public  hearing  on 
a  recommendation  to  establish  an  auxiliary  organization 
pursuant  to  Education  Code  Section  72670  et  seq.:,  and  2) 
a  public  hearing  on  a  recommendation  to  transfer  the 
operation  of  the  Bookstore  to  such  auxiliary  organization 
and  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District  hereby  approves  establishment 
of  an  auxiliary  organization  pursuant  to  Education  Code 
Section  72670  et  seq.  to  which  the  operation  of  the 
Bookstore  will  be  transferred. 

President  and  Members: 

Over  the  past  three  years,  there  has  been  much  dialogue  within  the  college  relating  to  the 
issue  of  who  "owns"  the  Bookstore.  This  continued  contentious  dialogue  has  had  a 
negative  impact  on  the  educational  mission  of  the  institution.  The  students  have  raised  the 
possibility  of  litigation  against  the  District  and  there  is  a  need  to  bring  closure  to  the 
matter. 

The  District  Administration  decided  to  seek  an  outside  and  independent  review  of  all 
relevant  materials  that  would  lead  to  an  analysis  and  some  specific  findings  and 
recommendations  for  consideration  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  anticipation  of  possible 
litigation.  The  person  who  was  asked,  and  who  did  accept  this  assignment,  was  the 
attorney,  John  W.  Francis,  widely  acknowledged  as  the  most  knowledgeable  person  in  the 
State  regarding  so-called  auxiliary  activities  in  both  the  California  State  University  System 
and  the  California  Community  Colleges.  Mr.  Francis  accepted  only  on  condition  that  he 
would  do  the  work  on  a  pro  bono  basis,  so  that  it  wouid  not  appear  that  he  was  being 
compensated  for  reaching  conclusions  that  would  be  acceptable  to  those  who  were 
soliciting  his  services. 

Mr.  Francis  met  with  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  July  26,  1995  in  a  closed  session  called 
pursuant  to  Section  59956.9(b)  of  the  Government  Code,  commonly  referred  to  as  the 
Brown  Act,  to  discuss  its  exposure  to  litigation.  As  a  result,  the  following  resolution  is 
recommended  for  adoption: 

WHEREAS: 

1.  Only  District  funds  were  ultimately  expended  to  construct  and  equip  the  Bookstore 

2.  The  Associated  Students  has  never  participated  in  the  operation  of  the  Bookstore 
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3.  No  lease  agreement  has  ever  existed  which  would  permit  the  Associated  Students  to 
operate  the  Bookstore  as  was  required  by  Education  Code  Section  81675  between 
January  1,  1964  and  December  31,  1981. 

4.  Some  of  the  profits  from  the  operation  of  the  Bookstore  have  frequently  been 
contributed  to  the  Associated  Students  or  utilized  on  behalf  of  the  students  of  the  City 
College  of  San  Francisco. 

5.  As  the  Associated  Students  has  never  sought  or  obtained  State  or  Federal  exempt 
status  as  either  a  nonprofit  corporation  or  an  unincorporated  association,  the 
Associated  Students  could  not  have  operated  the  Bookstore  on  other  than  a  for-profit 
basis. 

6.  The  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  Board  of  Trustees  has  the  full  legal 
authority  and  responsibility  to  determine  by  whom  the  Bookstore  is  to  be  operated 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Trustees,  at  its  Juiy  28,  1994  meeting,  approved  Resolution 
No  940728-S4  through  which  it  adopted  District  Implementing  Regulations  relating  to 
District-related  auxiliary  organizations  and, 

WHEREAS,  That  resolution  specifically  resoived,  "That  the  San  Francisco  Community 
College  District  adopt  internal  regulations  for  any  District  auxiliary  organization  that  is 
created," 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED:    That  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District 

declares  that  its  meeting  on  August  3,  1995  is  1)  a 
public  hearing  on  a  recommendation  to  establish  an  auxiliary  organization  pursuant  to 
Education  Code  Section  72670  et  seq.:,  and  2)  a  public  hearing  on  a  recommendation  to 
transfer  the  operation  of  the  Bookstore  to  such  auxiliary  organization  and 

FURTHER  BE  IT  RESOLVED:  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District  hereby  approves  establishment  of  an  auxiliary  organization 
pursuant  to  Education  Code  Section  72670  et  seq.  to  which  the  operation  of  the 
Bookstore  will  be  transferred.

President  and  Members: 

Many  major  corporations,  businesses  and  higher  education 
institutions  in  San  Francisco  are  equipped  with  videoconferencing 
or  teleconferencing  systems.  This  is  the  major  trend  in  conducting 
business  meetings,  training  and  educational  programs.  Studies  show 
that  the  sales  of  videoconferencing  systems  are  projected  to  soar 
from  about  $1  billion  in  1994  to  as  much  as  $10.8  billion  in  1997. 
The  concept  of  distance  learning  is  not  new  to  City  College  of  San 
Francisco  (CCSF) .  To  deliver  distance  learning  through 
videoconferencing  technology  is  not  yet  a  reality  at  CCSF.  With 
the  purchase  of  this  videoconferencing  system,  CCSF  can  expand  our 
distance  learning.  The  vision  of  the  Office  of  Community  Services 
is  to:  1.  increase  class  offerings  utilizing  this  new  technology, 
2.  increase  faculty  competence  in  the  utilization  of  new 
technologies  for  learning  and  instruction,  3.  promote  the 
establishment  of  linkages  with  other  institutions  to  offer 
continuing  education  units  (CEU)  for  professional  re-licensing, 
certification,  specialized  and  technical  skills  classes,  4. 
provide  classes  in  multiple  locations  at  the  same  time  with  the 
same  instructor,  5.  provide  linkages  to  conduct  telemeetings 
between  the  Downtown  Campus  and  other  campuses,  and  6.  reduce  the 
number  of  off -campus  trips  by  administrators,  faculty  and  staff. 

The  Office  of  Community  Services  has  spent  the  last  nine 
months  research  into  equipment,  services  and  costs  of  the  three 
major  vendors  -  Fujitsu,  Compression  Lab  Inc.,  (CLI)  and  View  Tech 
Inc.  representing  PictureTel  system.  Each  company  provided  CCSF 
with  equipment  specifications,  staff  training  commitment, 
maintenance  costs,  installation  costs,  and  costs  of  facility 
preparation.  In  addition,  each  vendor  was  asked  what  assistance 
they  could  provide  CCSF  in  marketing  and  networking  with  businesses 
and  other  educational  organizations. 

The  needs  of  Office  of  Community  Service  are  very 
specific.  The  Office  of  Community  Services'  recommendation  to  the 
Board  is  based  on  pricing,  and  the  commitment  to  provide  services 
and  training  to  CCSF  faculty  and  support  staff.  Other  factors 
which  determine  the  selection  are  the  results  of  sales 
demonstrations,  reference  checks,  and  discussions  with  other 
educational  institutions  providing  similar  services. 
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Fujitsu  Corporation  entered  the  videoconferencing  market 
in  the  United  States  only  one  year  ago.  The  Fujitsu  monitor  and 
microphone  system  is  not  as  sophisticated  as  their  competitors. 
Their  equipment  and  maintenance  service  price  quote  is  $67,455. 
Most  importantly,  Fujitsu  has  not  worked  with  any  educational 
institutions  in  providing  staff  development  and  educational 
support . 

CLI  equipment  system  and  maintenance  price  quote  is 
$63,717.  Their  international  marketing  is  strong.  However,  CLI's 
shortcomings  are  in  the  areas  of  educational  support,  technical 
training,  user  network  support,  and  "on-site"  staff  development 
training . 

View  Tech  Inc.  is  the  only  vendor  which  meets  all  of  our 
requirements .  They  represent  PictureTel  equipment  which  has  the 
largest  market  share.  They  provided  us  with  the  largest  business 
and  educational  client  list.  Their  price  quote  is  $  62,395  and 
their  services  are  comprehensive.  The  District  Business  Office 
Purchasing  Department  concurs  that  View  Tech  Inc.  meets  the 
requirement  for  being  the  proprietary  vendor  and  a  request  for 
proposal  is  not  necessary.  There  were  no  available  local  women  and 
minority  business  enterprise  (LWMBE)  for  this  purchase. 

The  Office  of  Community  Services  wishes  to  enter  into  a 
contract  with  View  Tech,  Inc.,  for  its  PictureTel  videoconferencing 
system,  supported  by  their  user  and  technical  services.  The  system 
will  be  installed  at  the  Downtown  Campus,  and  it  will  be  compatible 
with  the  video  conferencing  equipment  to  be  purchased  by  the  new 
library/Learning  Resource  Center.  The  source  of  funds  for  the 
videoconferencing  equipment  and  services  will  be  funded  by  from 
excess  revenues  of  the  Office  of  Community  Services'  fund  balance 
carried  forward  from  1992-1993  and  1993-1994.

President  and  Members: 

Over  the  past  three  years,  there  has  been  much  dialogue 
within  the  college  relating  to  the  issue  of  who  "owns"  the 
Bookstore.   This  continued  contentious  dialogue  has  had  a 
negative  impact  on  the  educational  mission  of  the  institution. 
The  students  have  raised  the  possibility  of  litigation  against 
the  District  and  there  is  a  need  to  bring  closure  to  the  matter. 

The  District  Administration  decided  to  seek  an  outside 
and  independent  review  of  all  relevant  materials  that  would  lead 
to  an  analysis  and  some  specific  findings  and  recommendations  for 
consideration  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  anticipation  of 
possible  litigation.   The  person  who  was  asked,  and  who  did 
accept  this  assignment,  was  the  attorney,  John  W.  Francis,  widely 
acknowledged  as  the  most  knowledgeable  person  in  the  State 
regarding  so-called  auxiliary  activities  in  both  the  California 
State  University  System  and  the  California  Community  Colleges. 
Mr.  Francis  accepted  only  on  condition  that  he  would  do  the  work 
on  a  pro  bono  basis,  so  that  it  would  not  appear  that  he  was 
being  compensated  for  reaching  conclusions  that  would  be 
acceptable  to  those  who  were  soliciting  his  services. 

Mr.  Francis  met  with  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  July  26, 
1995  in  a  closed  session  called  pursuant  to  Section  59956.9(b)  of 
the  Government  Code,  commonly  referred  to  as  the  Brown  Act,  to 
discuss  its  exposure  to  litigation.   As  a  result,  the  following 
resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption: 
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WHEREAS : 

1.  Only  District  funds  were  ultimately  expended  to 
construct  and  equip  the  Bookstore. 

2.  The  Associated  Students  have- never  participated  in 
the  operation  of  the  Bookstore. 

No  lease  agreement  has  ever  existed  which  would 
permit  the  Associated  Students  to  operate  the

President  and  Members: 

Over  the  past  three  years,  there  has  been  much 
discussion  within  the  college  relating  to  the  issue  of  who  "owns" 
the  Bookstore.   This  continued  contentious  debate  has  had  a 
negative  impact  on  the  overall  functioning  of  the  institution. 
Some  students  have  raised  the  possibility  of  litigation  against 
the  District  and  there  is  a  need  to  bring  closure  to  the  matter. 

The  District  Administration  decided  to  seek  an  outside 
and  independent  review  of  all  relevant  materials  that  would  lead 
to  an  analysis  and  some  specific  findings  and  recommendations  for 
consideration  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  anticipation  of 
possible  litigation.   The  person  who  was  asked,  and  who  did 
accept  this  assignment,  was  the  attorney,  John  W.  Francis, 
knowledgeable  about  so-called  auxiliary  activities  in  both  the 
California  State  University  System  and  the  California  Community 
Colleges.   Mr.  Francis  accepted  only  on  condition  that  he  would 
do  his  initial  work  and  present  his  findings  on  a  pro  bono  basis, 
so  that  it  would  not  appear  that  he  was  being  compensated  for 
reaching  conclusions  that  would  be  acceptable  to  those  who  were 
soliciting  his  services. 

Mr.  Francis  met  with  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  July  26, 
1995  in  a  closed  session  called  pursuant  to  Section  54956.9(b)  of 
the  Government  Code,  commonly  referred  to  as  the  Brown  Act,  to 
discuss  its  exposure  to  litigation.   As  a  result,  the  following 
resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption: 

WHEREAS : 

1.    Only  District  funds  were  ultimately  expended  to 
construct  and  equip  the  Bookstore. 
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2.  The  Associated  Students  have  never  participated  in 
the  operation  of  the  Bookstore. 

3 .  No  lease  agreement  has  ever  existed  which  would 
permit  the  Associated  Students  to  operate  the 
Bookstore  as  was  required  by. Education  Code 
Section  81675  between  January  1,  1964  and  December 
31,  1981. 

4 .  Some  of  the  profits  from  the  operation  of  the 
Bookstore  have  frequently  been  contributed  to  the 
Associated  Students  or  utilized  on  behalf  of  the 
students  of  City  College  of  San  Francisco. 

5.  As  the  Associated  Students  have  never  sought  or 
obtained  State  or  Federal  exempt  status  as  either 
a  nonprofit  corporation  or  an  unincorporated 
association,  the  Associated  Students  could  not 
have  operated  the  Bookstore  on  other  than  a  for- 
profit  basis. 

6 .  The  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  Board 
of  Trustees  has  the  full  legal  authority  and 
responsibility  to  determine  by  whom  the  Bookstore 
is  to  be  operated  and,

Name

ARTICLE  II 
Corporate  Status 

This  corporation  is  a  nonprofit  public  benefit  corporation  and  is 
not  organized  for  the  private  gain  of  any  person.  It  is  organized 
under  the  Nonprofit  Public  Benefit  Corporation  Law  for  charitable 
purposes . 


ARTICLE  III 
Purposes 

The  charitable  purposes  for  which  this  corporation  is  organized  are 
to  further  the  educational  programs  of  the  San  Francisco  Community 
College  District.

ARTICLE  IV 
Conformity  with  Law 

This  corporation  shall  be  an  auxiliary  organization  of  the  San 
Francisco  Community  College  District  and  shall  conduct  its 
operations  in  conformity  with  the  California  statutes  governing 
such  organizations,  commencing  with  Section  72670,  of  the  Education 
Code,  and  the  Regulations  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the 
California  Community  Colleges,  commencing  with  Section  59250  of 
the  California  Code  of  Regulations,  Title  5;  and  the  Implementing 
Regulations  established  by  the  San  Francisco  Community  College 
District,  as  required  by  Section  72672(c)  of  the  Education  Code.

The  number  of  Directors,  their  qualifications,  powers,  duties, 
terms  of  office,  manner  of  removal  and  filling  vacancies  on  the 
Board,  and  the  manner  of  calling  and  holding  meetings  of  Directors, 
shall  be  as  stated  in  the  Bylaws. 


ARTICLE  VII 
Members 

This  corporation  shall  have  no  members  other  than  the  persons 
constituting  its  Board  of  Directors.  The  persons  constituting  its 
Board  of  Directors  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  any  statutory 
provision  or  rule  of  law  relating  to  nonprofit  corporations 
otherwise,  be  taken  to  be  the  members  of  such  corporation  and 
exercise  all  the  rights  and  powers  of  members  thereof.

Voting

ARTICLE  IX 
Irrevocable  Dedication  and  Dissolution 

The  property  of  this  corporation  is  irrevocably  dedicated  to 
charitable  purposes  set  forth  in  Article  III,  and  no  part  of  the 
net  income  or  assets  of  this  corporation  shall  ever  inure  to  the 
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benefit  of  any  private  person.  Upon  dissolution  or  winding  up  of 
this  corporation,  its  assets  remaining  after  payment,  or  provisions 
for  payment,  of  all  debts  and  liabilities  of  this  corporation  shall 
be  distributed  to  one  or  more  nonprofit  corporations  organized  and 
operated  for  the  benefit  of  the  San  Francisco  Community  College 
District,  and  approved  by  the  Chancellor  and  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District.  Such  nonprofit 
corporation  or  corporations  must  be  qualified  for  Federal  income 
tax  exemption  under  Section  501(c) (3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code 
of  1986,  and  be  organized  and  operated  exclusively  for  charitable 
and  educational  purposes. 


ARTICLE  X 

Amendment 

The  Articles  of  Incorporation  of  this  corporation  shall  be  amended 
only  by  the  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  subject 
to  the  written  approval  of  the  Chancellor.

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BYLAWS 

OF  THE 

SAN  FRANCISCO  COMMUNITY  COLLEGE  DISTRICT  BOOKSTORE  AUXILIARY 

ARTICLE  I 

Purposes 

The  corporation  shall  have  such  purposes  as  are  now  or  may 
hereafter  be  set  forth  in  its  Articles  of  Incorporation. 

ARTICLE  II 

Powers 

The  corporation  shall  have  such  powers  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter 
be  granted  by  the  law3  governing  auxiliary  organizations  of  the 
California  Community  Colleges  and  by  the  Nonprofit  Corporation  Law 
of  the  State  of  California,  except  as  limited  by  the  provisions  of 
its  Articles  of  Incorporation  or  these  Bylaws. 

ARTICLE  III 

Offices 

The  corporation  shall  have  and  continuously  maintain  in  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  State  of  California,  a  principal 
office  for  the  transaction  of  the  corporation's  business. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Membership 

The  corporation  shall  have  no  members  other  than  the  persons 
constituting  its  Board  of  Directors.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall, 
under  any  statute  or  rule  of  law,  be  the  members  of  this 
corporation  and  shall  have  all  the  rights  and  powers  members  would 
otherwise  have. 
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ARTICLE  V 

Board  of  Directors 

Section  1.  Definition  of  Terms.  For  the  purpose  of  these  Bylaws, 
"Board  of  Directors"  or  "Board"  refers  to  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  corporation,  unless  otherwise  indicated.  "District"  refers  to 
the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District.  "College"  refers  to 
the  City  College  of  San  Francisco.  "Chancellor"  refers  to  the 
District  Chancellor.  "President"  refers  to  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Directors.  "Board  of  Trustees"  refers  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District. 

Section  2.  General  Powers .  All  the  business  and  affairs  of  the 
corporation  shall  be  managed  and  controlled  by  the  Board  of 
Directors. 

Section  3.  Number .  The  authorized  number  of  voting  Directors 
shall  be   seven  (7)  until  changed  by  an  amendment  of  these  Bylaws. 

Section  4.  Selection  and  Tenure.  The  following  College-related 
persons  shall  be  ex-officio  voting  Directors  of  the  corporation: 
The  Chancellor  or  his/her  designee;  the  Chief  Financial  Officer,- 
and  the  Director  of  Administrative  Services.  Additionally,  the 
following  shall  be  voting  directors:  One  (1)  full-time  faculty 
member  nominated  by  the  Academic  Senate  and  appointed  by  the 
Chancellor;  one  (1)  full-time  student  from  the  Phelan  Campus 
nominated  by  the  Associated  Students  Council  and  appointed  by  the 
Chancellor,-  one  (1)  full-time  student  from  a  campus  with  a 
satellite  Bookstore  and  appointed  by  the  Chancellor  from  a  pool  of 
nominees  developed  by  the  Associated  Students  Councils  at  each  such 
Campus;  one  (1)  regularly  employed  Bookstore  employee  nominated  by 
the  regularly  employed  Bookstore  employees  and  appointed  by  the 
Chancellor.  The  term  "regularly  employed"  means  an  employee  who 
works  not  less  than  fifteen  (15)  hours  a  week  during  the  academic 
year  and  has  been  employed  for  not  less  than  three  (3)  prior 
academic  semesters.  The  Bookstore  Manager  shall  serve  as  an  ex- 
officio,  non-voting  Director.  The  Chancellor  shall  not  be  limited 
in  any  way  in  determining  who  his  or  her  designee  shall  be.  Such 
designee  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Chancellor.  All 
Directors,  except  ex-officio  Directors,  shall  serve  one  (1)  year 
terms  and  may  have  their  terms  extended  from  year  to  year,  for  no 
more  than  two  (2)  consecutive  terms,  should  they  be  renominated  and 
reappointed . 

Section  5.  Voting.  Each  voting  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
shall  have  one  vote.  There  shall  be  no  proxy  voting  permitted  for 
the  transaction  of  any  of  the  business  of  this  corporation.  When 
any  matter  involving  wages,  benefits  or  working  conditions  of 
Bookstore  employees  is  under  consideration  by  the  Board  of 
Directors,  the  Bookstore  Employee  Director  shall  not  be  counted  in 
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establishing  a  quorum,  shall  not  participate  in  the  discussion;  nor 
vote  on  the  matter. 

Section  6.  Resignation  and  Removal.  Any  Director  may  resign  from 
the  Board  at  any  time  by  giving  written  notice  to  the  President  or 
the  Secretary  of  the  corporation  and,  unless  otherwise  specified 
therein,  the  acceptance  of  such  resignation  shall  not  be  necessary 
to  make  it  effective.  Directors,  except  those  serving  ex-officio, 
may  be  removed  from  office  by  majority  vote  of  the  Board  of 
Directors,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Chancellor. 

Section  7.  Compensation  of  Directors.  No  Director  shall  receive 
any  salary  or  other  similar  compensation  for  any  services  as  a 
Director,-  however,  the  Board  of  Directors  may  authorize  the 
reimbursement  of  actual  and  necessary  expenses  incurred  by 
individual  Directors  performing  duties  as  Directors.  Such 
authorization  shall  be  made  in  advance  of  any  such  expenses  being 
incurred. 

Section  8.  Inspection  by  Directors .  Each  Director  shall  have  the 
right  at  any  reasonable  time  to  inspect  all  books,  records,  and 
documents  of  every  kind  and  the  physical  properties  of  the 
corporation  for  a  purpose  reasonably  related  to  such  person's 
interest  as  a  Director,  provided  that  such  Director  shall  not  have 
the  right  to  inspect  those  books,  records  or  documents  made 
privileged  or  confidential  by  law.  This  inspection  must  be  made  by 
the  Director  in  person,  provided  that  the  Director  may  be 
accompanied  by  an  agent  or  attorney,  and  the  right  of  inspection 
includes  the  right  to  copy  and  make  extracts  of  documents.  Nothing 
in  this  section  shall  affect  the  right  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to 
conduct  the  business  of  the  corporation  as  set  forth  in  these 
Bylaws . 

ARTICLE  VI 

Meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors 

Section  1.  Place  of  Meetings.  Meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
shall  be  held  at  any  place  within  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  which  has  been  designated  from  time  to  time  by  the  Board 
of  Directors.  In  the  absence  of  such  designation,  meetings  shall 
be  held  at  the  principal  office  of  the  corporation. 

Section  2.  Annual  Meeting.  An  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  shall  be  held  in  October  of  each  year  prior  to  the 
regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  Such  meeting  shall  be 
for  the  purpose  of  appointing  Directors  and  electing  Officers, 
other  than  ex-officio  Officers,  of  the  corporation  and  for  the 
transaction  of  such  other  business  as  may  come  before  the  meeting. 
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Section  3.  Regular  Meetings.  Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  shall  be  held  at  least  quarterly  upon  notice  in 
accordance  with  Section  5  of  this  Article  VI. 

Section  4.  Special  Meetings.  Special  meetings  of  Directors  may  be 
called  by,  or  at  the  direction  of,  the  President  or  by  a  majority 
of  the  voting  Directors  then  in  office,  to  be  held  at  such  time  and 
place  as  shall  be  designated  in  the  notice  of  meeting.  The  call 
and  notice  of  a  special  meeting  shall  be  delivered  at  least  twenty- 
four  (24)  hours  prior  to  any  meeting  and  shall  specify  the  time  and 
place  of  the  meeting  and  the  business  to  be  transacted.  If  notice 
is  given  by  facsimile,  such  notice  shall  be  deemed  delivered  when 
the  facsimile  is  transmitted. 

Section  5.   Notice  of  Meeting. 

(a)  Notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  any  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  other  than  special  meetings  shall  be  given  at  least  seven 
(7)  days  previous  thereto  delivered  personally  or  sent  by  mail  or 
facsimile  to  each  Director  at  his  or  her  address  or  facsimile 
number  as  shown  in  the  records  of  the  corporation.  If  mailed,  such 
notice  shall  be  deemed  to  be  delivered  the  next  day  during  which 
regular  mail  deliveries  are  made  after  the  day  such  notice  is 
deposited  in  the  United  States  Postal  Service  in  a  sealed  envelope 
so  addressed,  with  postage  thereon  prepaid.  If  notice  be  given  by 
facsimile,  such  notice  shall  be  deemed  delivered  when  the  facsimile 
is  transmitted.  The  business  to  be  transacted  at  any  regular  or 
special  meeting  of  the  Board  shall  be  specified  in  the  notice  of 
any  such  meeting. 

(b)  The  attendance  of  a  Director  at  any  meeting  shall  constitute 
a  waiver  of  notice  of  such  meeting,  except  where  a  Director  attends 
a  meeting  for  the  express  purpose  of  objecting  to  the  transaction 
of  any  business  because  the  meeting  is  not  lawfully  called  or 
convened. 

Section  6.  Open  Meetings.  All  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  open 
and  public,  and  all  persons  shall  be  permitted  to  attend  any 
meeting  of  the  Board,  in  conformity  with  the  California  statutes 
governing  the  corporation,  commencing  with  Section  54950  of  the 
Government  Code.  However,  the  Board  may  hold  closed  sessions 
during  any  meeting  to  consider  those  matters  that  may  lawfully  be 
considered  in  such  sessions 

Section  7.  Quorum  and  Manner  of  Acting.  A  majority  of  the  number 
of  Directors  in  office  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  for  the  transaction  of  business,  except  to  adjourn  as 
provided  in  Section  8  of  this  Article  VI .  Every  act  or  decision 
done  or  made  by  a  majority  of  the  Directors  present  at  a  meeting  at 
which  a  quorum  is  present  shall  be  regarded  as  the  act  of  the  Board 
of  Directors.  A  meeting  at  which  a  quorum  is  initially  present  may 
continue  to  transact  business  notwithstanding  the  withdrawal  of  a 
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Director  or  Directors,  if  any  action  taken  is  approved  by  at  least 
a  majority  of  the  required  quorum  for  that  meeting. 

Section  8.  Adjourned  Meetings.  A  quorum  of  the  Directors  may 
adjourn  any  Directors'  meeting  to  meet  again  at  a  stated  day  and 
hour;  provided,  however,  that  in  the  absence  of  a  quorum,  a 
majority  of  the  Directors  present  at  any  Directors'  meeting,  either 
regular  or  special,  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time  until  the  time 
fixed  by  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  No 
notice  of  the  time  or  place  or  purpose  of  holding  an  adjourned 
meeting  need  be  given  to  any  absent  Director  if  the  time  and  place 
is  fixed  at  the  meeting  adjourned. 

Section  9.  Minutes  of  Meetings  and  Conduct.  Regular  minutes  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  kept  in  a  book 
provided  for  that  purpose.  The  Board  of  Directors  may  adopt  its 
own  rules  of  procedure  insofar  as  such  rules  are  not  inconsistent 
with,  or  in  conflict  with,  these  Bylaws,  the  Articles  of 
Incorporation  of  the  corporation  or  with  the  law. 


ARTICLE  VII 

Officers 

Section  1.  Officers .  The  Officers  of  the  corporation  shall  be  a 
President,  a  Treasurer,  and  a  Secretary.  The  corporation,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  may  have  additional  Officers. 
Any  number  of  offices  may  be  held  by  the  same  person,  except  that 
neither  the  Treasurer  nor  the  Secretary  may  serve  concurrently  as 
the  President. 

Section  2.  Election  and  Terms  of  Office.  All  Officers,  except 
those  Officers  that  are  ex-officio,  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board 
of  Directors  at  its  annual  meeting.  If  the  election  of  Officers 
shall  not  be  held  at  such  meeting,  such  election  shall  be  held  as 
soon  thereafter  as  may  conveniently  be  scheduled.  Vacancies  may  be 
filled  or  new  offices  created  and  filled  at  any  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Directors.  Except  as  provided  in  the  case  of  Officers 
appointed  under  Section  4  of  this  Article  VII,  each  Officer  shall 
hold  office  for  a  term  of  one  (1)  year  and  until  his  or  her 
successor  shall  have  been  elected,  unless  he  or  she  shall  sooner 
resign,  be  removed,  or  become  ineligible  to  continue  to  serve  in 
such  capacity.  Elected  Officers  may  serve  as  many  successive  one 
(1)  year  terms  as  the  Board  "of  Directors  deems  appropriate. 

Section  3.  Removal  and  Resignation.  Any  Officer  elected  by  the 
Board  of  Directors  may  be  removed  from  office  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  at  any  meeting  at  which  a  quorum  is  present  whenever,  in 
their  judgment,  the  best  interests  of  the  corporation  would  be 
served  thereby.  Any  elected  Officer  may  resign  from  office  at  any 
time  by  giving  written  notice  to  the  President  of  the  Board  or  the 
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Secretary  of  the  corporation  and,  unless  otherwise  specified 
therein,  the  acceptance  of  such  resignation  shall  not  be  necessary 
to  make  it  effective.  Any  resignation  is  without  prejudice  to  the 
rights,  if  any,  of  the  corporation  under  any  contract  to  which  the 
Officer  is  a  party. 

Section  4.  Vacancies .  A  vacancy  in  any  office,  other  than  one 
occupied  ex- officio,  may  be  filled  by  the  Board  of  Directors  for 
the  unexpired  portion  of  the  term. 

Section  5.  President .  The  Director  of  Administrative  Services 
shall  be  the  President.  The  President  shall  be  the  Chief  Executive 
Officer  of  the  corporation,  shall  preside  at  meetings  of  the  Board 
of  Directors,  and  shall  have  general  supervision  of  the  affairs  of 
the  corporation  and  the  other  Officers.  The  President  shall  have 
such  other  powers  and  duties  as  the  Board  of  Directors  may 
prescribe  from  time  to  time. 

Section  6.  Treasurer.  The  Chief  Financial  Officer  shall  be  the 
Treasurer  of  the  corporation.  In  the  absence  or  disability  of  the 
President,  the  Treasurer  shall  perform  all  of  the  duties  of  the 
President.  when  so  acting,  the  Treasurer  shall  have  all  of  the 
powers  and  duties  of  the  President.  The  Treasurer,  subject  to  the 
direction  of  the  President,  shall  have  charge  and  custody  of  and  be 
responsible  for  all  funds  and  securities  of  the  corporation,- 
receive  and  give  receipt  for  moneys  due  and  payable  to  the 
corporation  from  any  source  whatsoever;  deposit  all  such  moneys  in 
the  name  of  the  corporation  in  such  banks,  trust  companies,  or 
other  depositories  as  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  select,  and,  in 
general,  perform  all  the  duties  incident  to  the  office  of 
Treasurer.  if  required  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  the  Treasurer 
shall  give  a  bond  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  or  her  other 
duties  in  such  sum  and  with  such  surety  as  the  Board  of  Directors 
shall  determine. 

Section  7.  Secretary.  The  student  from  the  Phelan  Campus  shall  be 
the  Secretary  of  the  corporation.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  or 
cause  to  be  kept  a  book  of  minutes  at  the  principal  office  or  at 
such  other  place  as  the  Board  of  Directors  may  order  of  all 
meetings  of  the  Directors  and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  with  the 
time  and  place  of  holding,  whether  regular  or  special,  and  if 
special,  how  authorized,  the  notice  thereof  given,  the  names  of 
those  present  at  Directors  meetings.  The  Secretary  shall  give  or 
cause  to  be  given  notice  of  all  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  required  by  these  Bylaws  or  by  law  to  be  given. 
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ARTICLE  VIII 

Indemnification  of  Directors,  Officers,  and  Other  Agents. 

Section  l.  Right  of  Indemnity.  To  the  fullest  extent  permitted  by 
law,  the  corporation  shall  indemnify  its  Directors,  Officers, 
employees,  and  other  persons  described  in  Section  5238(a)  of  the 
California  Corporations  Code,  including  persons  formerly  occupying 
any  such  position,  against  all  expenses,  judgments,  fines, 
settlements  and  other  amounts  actually  and  reasonably  incurred  by 
them  in  connection  with  any  "proceeding, "  as  that  term  is  used  in 
that  Section,  and  including  an  action  by  or  in  the  right  of  the 
corporation,  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  the  person  is  or  was  a 
person  described  in  that  section.  "Expenses,"  as  used  in  this 
Bylaw,  shall  have  the  same  meaning  as  in  Section  5238(a)  of  the 
California  Corporations  Code. 

Section  2.  Approval  of  Indemnity.  On  written  request  to  the  Board 
by  any  person  seeking  indemnification  under  Section  5238(b)  or 
Section  5238(c)  of  the  California  Corporations  Code,  the  Board 
shall  promptly  determine  under  Section  5238(e)  of  the  California 
Corporations  Code  whether  the  applicable  standard  of  conduct  set 
forth  in  Section  5238(b)  or  Section  5238(c)  has  been  met  and,  if 
so,  the  Board  shall  authorize  indemnification. 

Section  3.  Advancement  of  Expenses .  To  the  fullest  extent 
permitted  by  law  and  except  as  otherwise  determined  by  the  Board  in 
a  specific  instance,  expenses  incurred  by  a  person  seeking 
indemnification  under  these  Bylaws  in  defending  any  proceeding 
covered  by  those  Sections  shall  be  advanced  by  the  corporation 
before  final  disposition  of  the  proceeding,  on  receipt  by  the 
corporation  of  an  undertaking  by  or  on  behalf  of  that  person  that 
the  advance  will  be  repaid  unless  it  is  ultimately  determined  that 
the  person  is  entitled  to  be  indemnified  by  the  corporation  for 
those  expenses. 

Section  4.  Insurance .  The  corporation  shall  have  the  right  to 
purchase  and  maintain  insurance  to  the  full  extent  permitted  by  law 
on  behalf  of  its  Officers,  Directors,  employees,  and  other  agents, 
against  any  liability  asserted  against  or  incurred  by  any  Officer, 
Director,  employee,  or  agent  in  such  capacity  or  arising  out  of  the 
Officer's,  Director's  employee's  or  agent's  status  as  such. 


ARTICLE  IX 

Committees  and  Advisory  Boards 

Section  1.  Committees.  The  Board  may  appoint  one  or  more 
committees,  each  consisting  of  two  or  more  voting  Directors,  and 
delegate  to  such  committees  any  of  the  authority  of  the  Board 
except  with  respect  to: 
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(a)  The  filling  of  vacancies  on  the  Board  or  in  any  committee; 

(b)  The  fixing  of  compensation  of  the  Directors  for  serving  on  the 
Board  or  on  any  committee,  should  Article  V,  Section  7  be  amended 
to  allow  such  compensation; 

(c)  The  amendment  or  repeal  of  Bylaws  or  the  adoption  of  any  new 
Bylaws; 

(d)  The  amendment  or  repeal  of  any  resolution  of  the  Board  which 
by  its  express  terms  is  not  so  amendable  or  repealable; 

(e)  The  appointment  of  other  committees  of  the  Board  or  the 
members  thereof ;  or 

If)  The  approval  of  any  self -dealing  transaction,  as  such 
transactions  are  defined  in  Section  5233(a)  of  the  California 
Nonprofit  Public  Benefit  Corporations  Law. 

Any  such  committee  must  be  created,  and  the  members  thereof 
appointed,  by  resolution  adopted  by  a  majority  of  the  Directors 
then  in  office,  provided  a  quorum  is  present.  The  President  shall 
appoint  the  Chairs  of  all  committees  from  among  the  members 
thereof.  The  Board  may  appoint,  in  the  same  manner,  alternate 
members  of  any  committee  who  may  replace  any  absent  member  at  any 
meeting  of  the  committee.  The  Board  shall  have  the  power  10 
prescribe  the  manner  in  which  proceedings  of  any  such  committee 
shall  be  conducted.  In  the  absence  of  any  such  prescription,  such 
committee  shall  have  the  power  to  prescribe  the  manner  in  which  its 
proceedings  shall  be  conducted.  Minutes  shall  be  kept  of  each 
meeting  of  each  committee. 

Section  2.  Advisory  Boards.  The  Board  may  appoint  one  or  more 
advisory  boards,  each  consisting  of  two  (2)  or  more  voting 
Directors  or  non-Directors.  Such  advisory  boards  shall  have  their 
membership  and  functions  defined  by  a  Resolution  of  the  Board.  The 
President  shall  appoint  the  Chairs  of  all  advisory  boards. 
Advisory  boards  shall  make  recommendations  to  the  Board  of 
Directors  through  the  President  of  the  Board;  but  shall  not  have 
the  authority  of  the  Board  with  regard  to  any  matters  they  may 
consider.  Minutes  shall  be  kept  of  each  meeting  of  each  advisory 
board. 


ARTICLE  X 

Contracts.  Loans.  Checks,  Deposits,  and  Gifts 

Section  l.  Contracts .  The  Board  of  Directors  may  authorize  any 
Officer  or  agent  of  the  corporation,  in  addition  to  the  Officers  so 
authorized  by  these  Bylaws,  to  enter  into  any  contract  or  execute 
and  deliver  any  instrument  in  the  name  of  and  on  behalf  of  the 
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corporation,  and  such  authority  may  be  general  or  confined  to 
specific  instances. 

Section  2.  Loans .  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  not  make  any  loan 
of  money  or  property  to  or  guarantee  the  obligation  of  any  Director 
unless  approved  by  the  Attorney  General. 

Section  3.  Borrowing .  no  loan  shall  be  contracted  on  behalf  of 
the  corporation  and  no  evidence  of  indebtedness  shall  be  issued  in 
its  name  unless  authorized  by  a  resolution  of  the  Board  of 
Directors . 

Section  4.  Checks,  Drafts,  Etc.  All  checks,  drafts,  or  other 
orders  for  payment  of  money,  and  all  notes  or  other  evidence  of 
indebtedness  issued  in  the  name  of  the  corporation  shall  be  signed 
by  such  Officer  or  Officers,  agent  or  agents  of  the  corporation  and 
in  such  manner  as,  from  time  to  time,  shall  be  determined  by 
resolution  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  5.  Deposits .  All  funds  of  the  corporation  shall  be 
deposited  from  time  to  time  to  the  credit  of  the  corporation  in 
such  banks,  trust  companies,  or  other  depositories  as  the  Board  of 
Directors  may  select. 

Section  6.  Gifts,  Donations.  Bequests.  Devises  and  Trusts.  The 
Board  of  Directors  may  at  their  discretion  accept  on  behalf  of  the 
corporation  any  gift,  donation,  bequest,  devise  and  Trust  for  the 
general  purpose  or  for  any  specific  purposes  of  the  corporation. 

Section  7.  Specially  Funded  Grants.  Any  specially  funded  grants 
for  research  and  other  projects  shall  be  accepted  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  in  accordance  with  policies  and  procedures  established  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees. 


ARTICLE  XI 

Miscellaneous 

Section  1.  Fiscal  .Year.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  corporation  shall 
begin  on  the  first  day  of  July  and  end  on  the  last  day  of  June  in 
each  year  unless  otherwise  determined  by  resolution  of  the  Board  of 
Directors . 

Section  2.  Rules.  The  Board  of  Directors  may  adopt,  amend,  or 
repeal  rules  not  inconsistent  with  these  Bylaws  for  the  management 
of  the  internal  affairs  of  the  corporation  and  the  governance  of 
its  Officers,  agents,  committees,  and  employees. 

Section  3.  Books  and  Records .  The  corporation  shall  keep  correct 
and  complete  books  and  records  of  account  and  shall  also  keep 
records  and  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
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and  committees.  Copies  of  the  minutes  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
and  of  the  committees  shall  be  regularly  distributed  to  each  member 
of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  4.  Waiver.. of  Notice.  Whenever  any  notices  are  required  to 
be  given  under  the  provisions  of  the  Nonprofit  Corporation  Act  of 
the  State  of  California,  or  under  the  provisions  of  the  Articles  of 
Incorporation  of  the  corporation,  or  these  Bylaws,  a  waiver  thereof 
in  writing  signed  by  the  persons  entitled  to  such  notice,  whether 
dated  before  or  after  the  time  stated  herein,  to  the  extent 
permitted  by  law,  shall  be  deemed  equivalent  to  the  giving  of  such 
notice . 

Section  5.  Attorney  and  Accountant  Services.  The  Board  of 
Directors  shall  have  the  benefit  of  the  advice  and  counsel  of  at 
least  one  attorney  admitted  to  practice  law  in  the  State  and  at 
least  one  licensed  certified  public  accountant.  Neither  the 
attorney  at  law  nor  the  certified  public  accountant  need  be  members 
of  the  Board  of  Directors . 

Section  6.  Submission  of  Annual  Program  and  Budget .  The  Board  of 
Directors  shall  submit  its  program  and  budget  for  the  next  fiscal 
year  to  the  Chancellor  for  his/her  approval  on  or  before  May  15  of 
each  year.  Should  the  Chancellor  determine  that  any  program  or 
appropriation  planned  by  the  corporation  is  not  consistent  with  the 
policies  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  program  or  appropriation 
shall  not  be  implemented.  Further,  should  a  program  or 
appropriation  which  had  received  approval,  upon  review,  be 
determined  by  the  Chancellor  to  be  operating  outside  of  the  scope 
of  the  policies  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  then  that  program  or 
appropriation  shall  be  discontinued  by  direction  of  the  Chancellor 
until  further  review  is  accomplished  and  an  appropriate  adjustment 
i  s  made . 

Section  7.  Procedures  for  Approving  Expenditures .  The  Board  of 
Directors  shall  approve  all  expenditures  and  fund  appropriations. 
Appropriations  of  funds  for  use  outside  of  the  normal  business 
operations  of  the  corporation  shall  be  approved  in  accordance  with 
District  Policy  and  Regulations  by  the  Chief  Financial  Officer  of 
the  District. 


ARTICLE  XII  . 

Amendment  to  Bylaws 

These  Bylaws  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  subject  to 
the  written  approval  of  the  Chancellor,  providing  that  the 
amendment  has  been  submitted  in  writing  at  the  previous  regular 
meeting,  or  submitted  in  writing  to  the  Directors  at  least  thirty 
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(30)  days  prior  to  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Directors .

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MASTER  AGREEMENT 

3Y  AND  BETWEEN  THE 

SAN  FRANCISCO  COMMUNITY  COLLEGE  DISTRICT 

AND  THE 
SAN  FRANCISCO  COMMUNITY  COLLEGE  DISTRICT  BOOKSTORE  AUXILIARY 

This  Agreement  is  made  and  entered  into  this       day  of 
1995,  by  and  between  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District, 
hereinafter  referred  to  as  "District,"  and  the  San  Francisco 
Community   College   District   Bookstore  Auxiliary,   hereinafter 
referred  to  as  "Auxiliary,"  an  auxiliary  organization  established 
and  operated  as  an  integral  part  of  the  District . 

PURPOSE 

Administration  by  the  Auxiliary  of  the  functions  and  activities 
described  herein,  instead  of  administration  by  and  through  the 
District,  is  deemed  to  be  more  effective  in  accomplishing  these 
functions  and  activities  than  would  be  possible  under  usual 
governmental  budgetary,  purchasing  and  other  fiscal  procedures. 

AREAS  OF  SERVICE 

The  Auxiliary,  through  amendments  to  this  Agreement,  may  administer 
functions  or  activities  defined  in  Section  59259  of  the  California 
Code  of  Regulations,  Title  5.  Other  services  may  be  provided  if 
first  approved  by  the  Board  of  Governors,  California  Community 
Colleges. 

USE  OF  FACILITIBS 

The  Auxiliary  may  occupy,  operate  and  use  District  facilities  and 
property  separately  or  jointly  with  the  District  as  identified  by 
amendments  to  this  Agreement. 

The  Auxiliary  shall  occupy,  operate  and  use  the  facilities  and 
property  only  for  those  services  and  functions  that  are  consistent 
with  the  policies,  rules  and  regulations,  which  have  been  or  may  be 
adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  District . 

Operations  of  the  Auxiliary  under  this  Agreement  shall  be 
integrated  with  District  operations,  and  shall  be  under  the  general 
supervision  of  the  District  officials.  Such  supervision  shall  be 
provided  without  cost:  to  the  Auxiliary. 
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The  right  to  use  any  of  the  District  facilities  or  equipment 
included  in  this  Agreement  or  amendments  shall  cease  upon  written 
notice  by  the  District  Chancellor  that  the  facilities  are  needed  I 
for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  District. 


REIMBURSEMENT  FOR  SERVICES  AND  FACILITIES 

The  Auxiliary  shall  reimburse  the  District  for  expenditures 
incurred  by  the  District  as  a  result  of  the  activities  of  the 
Auxiliary.  This  reimbursement  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited 
to,  utility  costs,  custodial  services,  maintenance  costs  and 
supplies.  Said  reimbursement  shall  be  computed  on  a  simple  but 
equitable  basis.  The  District  Chief  Financial  Officer,  with  the 
approval  of  the  District  Chancellor,  shall  determine  and  specify 
such  costs  and  the  amount  thereof  and  reimbursement  shall  be  made 
by  the  Auxiliary  within  thirty  (30)  days  of  receipt  of  a  notice  of 
such  determination. 


AUDIT 

The  independent  CPA  firm  retained  to  audit  the  District  will  also 
audit  the  Auxiliary  with  the  costs  of  that  additional  service  paid 
by  the  Auxiliary. 

COVENANT 

During  the  term  of  this  Agreement,  the  Auxiliary  agrees  to  maintain 
its  existence  and  to  operate  in  accordance  with  Sections  72670- 
72682  of  the  California  Education  Code  and  with  the  Regulations  of 
Sections  59250-59276  of  the  California  Code  of  Regulations,  Title 
5,  as  well  as  the  District's  Implementing  Regulations. 

SIGNS,  FIXTURES,  AND  EQUIPMENT 

During  the  term  of  this  Agreement,  the  Auxiliary  shall  have  the 
right  to  place  and  attach  fixtures,  signs  and  equipment  in  or  upon 
facilities  as  authorized  by  the  District  Chancellor  in  writing  as 
to  number,  size  and  location.  Fixtures,  signs  or  equipment  so 
erected,  placed,  or  attached  by  the  Auxiliary  shall  be  and  remain 
the  property  of  the  Auxiliary  and  be  removed  therefrom  by  the 
Auxiliary  upon  the  termination  of  this  Agreement. 

RIGHT  OF  BNTRY 

It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  at  any  time  the  District  and  its 
agents  shall  have  the  right  to  enter  described  facilities  or  any 
part  thereof  for  the  purpose  of  examination  cr  supervision. 
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INDIRECT  COSTS 

If  the  Auxiliary  administers  a  Federally  sponsored  program,  it 
shall  reimburse  the  District  for  indirect  costs  associated  with  the 
performance  of  services  by  the  District  for  the  Auxiliary  relating 
to  the  Federally  sponsored  project.  Such  reimbursement  will  take 
into  consideration  the  District's  Federal  indirect  cost  rate  and 
the  approved  indirect  cost  allocation,  if  any,  of  the  Federal 
program  award. 

DISPOSITION  OF  EARNINGS 

Income  generated  by  the  Auxiliary  in  excess  of  costs  and 
appropriate  provision  for  equipment,  maintenance,  working  capital 
and  reserves  shall  be  used  for  the  general  benefit  of  the  student 
body  as  determined  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  Money  may  be 
Expended  for  services  and  property,  including,  but  not  limited  to, 
parking  facilities,  stadia,  student  centers,  student  unions,  health 
centers,  bookstores  or  auxiliary  facilities  for  use  of  students, 
faculty  members,  or  employees  of  the  San  Francisco  Community 
College  District . 

DISPOSITION  OP  ASSETS  UPON  DISSOLUTION 

LTpon  dissolution  of  the  corporation,  its  assets  remaining  after 
payment,  or  provisions  for  payment,  of  all  debts  and  liabilities, 
shall  be  distributed  to  one  or  more  nonprofit  corporations 
organized  and  operated  for  the  benefit  of  the  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District,  and  approved  by  the  Chancellor  and 
Board  of  Trustees.  Such  nonprofit  corporation  or  corporations  must 
be  qualified  for  Federal  income  tax  exemption  under  Section 
501(c)  (3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  code  of  1986,  and  be  organized 
and  operated  exclusively  for  charitable  and  educational  purposes. 

GOOD  STANDING 

The  Auxiliary  must  remain  in  good  standing  with  the  District. 
Otherwise,  this  Agreement  will  immediately  terminate  and  the 
Auxiliary  will  terminate  any  contracts  with  third  parties  and  meet 
the  provisions  of  this  Agreement  entitled  Distribution  of  Assets 
Upon  Cessation. 


EXPENDITURES  FOR  PUBLIC  RELATIONS 

With  respect  to  expenditures  for  public  relations  or  other  purposes 
which  would  serve  to  augment  District  appropriations  for  operation 
of  the  District,  the  Auxiliary  may  expend  funds  in  such  amount  and 
for  such  purposes  as  are  approved  by  the  Eoard  of  Directors  of  the 
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Auxiliary.  The  Auxiliary  shall  file  with  the  District  Chancellor 
a  statement  of  its  policy  en  accumulation  and  use  of  public 
relations  funds.  The  statement  will  include  the  policy  and 
procedure  on  solicitation  of  funds,  source  of  funds,  purposes  for 
which  the  funds  will  be  used,  allowable  expenditures  and  procedures 
of  control. 

ATTORNEY  AND  ACCOUNTANT  SERVICES 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  the  benefit  of  the  advice  and 
counsel  of  at  least  one  attorney  admitted  to  practice  law  in  the 
State  and  at  least  one  licensed  certified  public  accountant. 
Neither  the  attorney  at  law  nor  the  certified  public  accountant 
need  be  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors . 


REAL  PROPERTY  MATTER 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  not  enter  into  any  contract  or  other 
business  arrangement  involving  real  property,  either  by  lease 
involving  payments  of  $25,000  or  more  per  annum  and/or  duration 
terms  of  more  than  one  year,  or  by  purchase,  without  prior 
notification  and  consultation  with  the  Chancellor. 


THIRD  PARTY  AGREEMENTS  BY  AUXILIARY 

The  Auxiliary  shall  not  enter  into  any  contract  that  would  obligate 
the  District,  its  facilities,  equipment  or  personnel,  without  the 
prior  written  approval  of  the  District . 

MAINTENANCE  AND  OPERATING  EXPENSES 

The  Auxiliary  agrees  that  it  will  keep  and  maintain  the  described 
facilities  in  a  clean  and  orderly  condition  and  shall  at  its  own 
expense  at  reasonably  frequent  intervals,  and  in  a  lawful  manner, 
dispose  of  all  waste  from  the  facilities.  The  Auxiliary  further 
agrees  that  it  will  keep  the  described  facilities  in  good  repair. 

INSURANCE,  INDEMNIFICATION  AND  RESTORATION 

The  Auxiliary  shall  maintain  in  force  during  the  term  of  this 
Agreement  and  all  extensions  thereof,  public  liability  and  property 
damage  insurance  and  products  liability  insurance  in  the  sum  of 
$20,000,000  for  injury  to  or  death  of  an  individual  for  each 
occurrence,  in  the  sum  of  $20,000,000  for  injury  to  or  death  of 
more  than  one  person  per  occurrence,  and  in  the  sum  of  $20,000,000 
for  damage  or  property  and  products  damage  for  each  occurrence. 
This  policy  or  policies  of  liability  insurance  shall  contain  the 
following  endorsement: 
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The  San  Francisco  Community  College  District,  its  Board 
of  Trustees,  and  all  of  its  other  departments,  boards, 
commissions,  officers,  employees,  and  agents  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  additional  insureds  under  the  terms  of 
this  policy  as  to  activities  of  the  Auxiliary. 

The  liability  insurance  for  the  Auxiliary  will  be  provided  by  the 
District  through  its  Broker  of  Record  as  an  addendum  to  the 
District's  own  insurance  policy  and  the  cost  of  adding  the 
Auxiliary  shall  be  paid  by  the  Auxiliary.  Additional  insurance,  if 
necessary,  shall  be  provided  in  a  similar  fashion,  if  possible.  If 
this  is  not  possible,  the  Auxiliary  may  obtain  additional  insurance 
on  its  own. 

No  cancellation  provision  in  any  insurance  policy  shall  be 
construed  in  derogation  of  the  continuous  duty  of  the  Auxiliary  to 
furnish  insurance  during  the  term  of  this  Agreement.  Said  policy 
or  policies  shall  be  underwritten  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
District.  A  complete  and  signed  certified  copy  of  the  policy  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  District  concurrently  with  the  execution  of  the 
Agreement.  At  least  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  expiration  of 
any  policy,  a  signed  certified  coy  of  the  policy  showing  that  such 
insurance  coverage  has  been  renewed  or  extended  shall  be  filed  with 
the  District . 

The  Auxiliary  agrees  to  indemnify,  defend,  and  save  harmless  the 
District,  its  officers,  agents,  and  employees  from  any  and  all 
loss,  damage,  or  liability  that  may  be  suffered  or  incurred  by  the 
District,  its  officers,  agents,  and  employees  caused  by,  arising 
out  of,  or  in  any  way  connected  with  the  use  of  the  described 
facilities  by  the  Auxiliary  or  in  connection  with  this  Agreement, 
provided  that  the  loss,  damage,  or  liability  does  not  arise  from 
the  intentional  or  negligent  acts  or  omissions  of  the  District,  its 
officers,  agents,  or  employees. 

Upon  termination  of  this  Agreement,  District  shall  have  the  option 
to  require  Auxiliary,  at  Auxiliary's  own  expense  and  risk,  to 
restore  the  facilities  as  nearly  as  possible  to  the  condition 
existing  prior  to  the  execution  of  the  Agreement.  But,  if  the 
Auxiliary  shall  fail  to  do  so  within  ninety  (90)  days  after 
District  exercises  said  option,  District  may  restore  the  property 
at  the  risk  of  Auxiliary,  and  all  costs  and  expenses  of  such 
removal  or  restoration  shall  be  paid  by  Auxiliary  upon  demand  of 
District.  District  shall  have  the  right  to  exercise  this  option 
within  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  expiration  of  this  Agreement,  but 
not  thereafter. 
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NON- ASSIGNABILITY 

This  Agreement  is  not  assignable  by  the  Auxiliary  either  in  whole  { 
or  in  part,  nor  shall  the  Auxiliary  permit  anyone  else  to  use  the 
described  facilities  or  any  part  thereof  without  written  permission 
of  the  District  Chancellor. 

TERM  OF  AGREEMENT 

This  Agreement  is  for  the  term  beginning  on  the  first  day  of

unless  sooner  terminated  as  herein  provided.   This  Agreement  may  be 
terminated  by  either  party  giving  sixty  (60)  days  written  notice, 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Agreement  entitled  Distribution 
of  Assets  Upon  Cessation. 

DISTRIBUTION  OF  ASSETS  UPON  CESSATION 

Upon  cessation  of  the  operations  of  the  Auxiliary  under  this 
Agreement,  unless  extended  or  renewed,  the  net  assets  of  the 
Auxiliary  resulting  or  arising  from  this  Agreement  shall  be  either 
transferred  to  the  District  or  expended  for  the  benefit  of  the 
District . 

NOTICBS 

All  notices  herein  required  to  be  given,  or  which  may  be  given  by 
either  party  to  the  other,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  fully  given 
when  made  in  writing  and  received  by  the  President,  Board  of 
Directors,  or  District  Chancellor.

PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  this  Amendment  is  to  establish  a  process  through 
which  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Auxiliary  will  determine  on  an 
annual  basis  the  amount,  if  any,  of  the  legally  available  and 
appropriate  Bookstore  funds  that  will  be  made  available  for  the  use 
of  the  Associated  Students  and  the  amount  thereof  that  will  be  made 
available  for  fiscal  year  1995-96. 

PROCEDURES 

When  the  annual  budget  is  developed  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  Auxiliary,  the  Directors  shall  review  the  level  of  financial 
commitment  to  the  Associated  Students  based  on  a  projection  of 
year-end  profit  or  loss  and  budget  accordingly.  The  annual  budget 
shall  reflect  appropriate  provisions  for  equipment,  maintenance, 
working  capital  and  other  reserves.  For  fiscal  year  1995-96,  the 
Board  of  Directors  will  budget  $77,000.00  for  the  Associated 
Students  plus  the  amount  specified  in  San  Francisco  Community 
College  District  Board  Resolution  No.  940224 -B13,  which  was  adopted 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  February  24,  1994. 

TERM  OF  THIS  AMENDMENT 

This  Amendment  shall  apply  to  the  Auxiliary's  budget  process  for 
the  five  (5)  years,  commencing  on  ,1995,  through

WHEREAS:  On  February  18,  198  6 ,  pursuant  to  the 
Educational  Employment  Relations  Act  (EERA, 
Government  Code  Section  3540  et  seq.),  the  Board  by 
Resolution  No.  860218-S3  designated  the  Classifications 
of  Gardener  Assistant  Supervisor  (3418)  ,  Gardener  (3417)  , 
and  Nursery  Specialist  (3428)  (hereinafter 
"Classifications")  as  either  "Building  Trades 
Supervisory"  or  "Building  Trades  Classifications"; 

WHEREAS:  The  Administration  has  provided  the  non- 
exclusive representative  of  the  employees  of 
the  District  occupying  positions  with  the  Classifications 
with  an  opportunity  to  "meet  and  discuss"  the  wage  and 
benefit  issues  under  contemplation  consistent  with  the 
Board  of  Trustees'  obligation  as  a  public  school  employer 
under  the  EERA; 

WHEREAS :  The  Administration  has  recommended  an  increase 
in  the  Benefit  Levels  of  unrepresented 
employees  of  the  District  occupying  positions  within  the 
Classifications  consistent  with  those  reflected  in 
Paragraphs  No.  1,  2,  and  3,  below; 

THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  THAT:     The  Board  of  Trustees 

approves,  ratifies  and 
adopts  amended  Benefit  Levels  for  unrepresented  employees 
of  the  District  occupying  positions  within  the 
Classifications  as  follows: 

1.    Employees'  Retirement  System: 

a.  Effective  October  1,  1995,  the  District 
shall  pay  two  percent  (2%)  of  each 
employee's  contribution  to  the  Employees' 
Retirement  System; 
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b.  Effective  January  1,  1996,  the  District 
shall  pay  an  additional  one  percent  (1%) 
of  each  employee's  contribution  to  the 
Employees'  Retirement  System;

2.  Dependent  Care  Health  Benefits: 

Effective  October  1,  1995,  the  District  shall 
pay  $50.00  per  month  of  each  eligible  current 
employee's  contribution  to  Dependent  Care 
Health  Benefits; 

3.  Life  Insurance  Policy: 

Effective  October  1,  1995,  dependent  on 
carrier  requirements,  the  face  value  of  the 
Life  Insurance  Policy  shall  be  $50,000; 

FURTHER  BE  IT  RESOLVED  THAT:   The   Benefits   Levels   in 

effect  pursuant  to 
Paragraphs  No.  1,  2,  and  3,  above,  shall  apply  at  the 
time  of  hire  to  any  future  unrepresented  employees  of  the 
District  occupying  positions  within  the  Classifications, 
as  appropriate; 

FURTHER  BE  IT  RESOLVED  THAT:   All    other    forms    of 

compensation,  benefits,  and 
other  terms  and  conditions  of  employment  not  specifically 
enumerated  herein  shall  continue  in  accordance  with 
existing  District  policies,  practices  and  procedures  in 
effect  as  of  the  date  of  this  Resolution; 

FURTHER  BE  IT  RESOLVED  THAT:   The  Chancellor,  the  Chief 

Operating  officer,  and  the 
Vice  Chancellor,  Administration  and  Finance,  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  implement  this  Resolution  and 
to  submit  the  necessary  finance  resolutions  to  fund  the 
implementations .

(approximately  85%  of  the  building)  at  1800  Oakdale  for  the 
operation  of  the  City  College  Southeast  Campus  from  July  1,  1995 
through  June  30,  1998  at  a  monthly  rental  of  up  to  $13,902 

President  and  Members: 

The  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  has  been  using  35,800  square  feet 
of  space  at  1800  Oakdale  Avenue  as  the  City  College  Southeast  Campus  (approximately  85% 
of  the  whole  building),  primarily  for  credit  and  non-credit  classes  and  vocational  programs. 
Rent  for  the  past  year  has  been  $13,902  per  month.  Major  maintenance  is  provided  by  the 
Lessor;  utilities,  security  and  custodial  services  are  provided  by  the  Community  College  District. 
The  current  lease  expired  June  30,  1995  and  we  have  continued  with  the  same  terms  of  that  lease 
on  a  month  to  month  basis  until  now. 

District  representatives  have  met  with  representatives  of  the  City's  Real  Estate 
Department  and  the  Southeast  Community  Facility  Commission  to  discuss  the  continued  rental 
under  the  same  conditions  for  a  period  of  three  years.  An  agreement  has  been  drafted  that 
provides  for  continuation  of  the  current  lease  with  an  option  to  renew  for  another  3 -year  term. 
Also  noted  in  the  agreement  is  the  concern  that  if  the  college  does  not  implement  a  culinary 
program  utilizing  the  Cafeteria  space  of  the  building  by  June  30,  1996,  then,  after  6  months' 
notice,  that  space  would  revert  to  the  City  and  our  rental  would  be  adjusted  to  reflect  that 
reduction  in  space  (at  $.39  per  square  foot). 

The  use  of  room  420  by  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  (SFUSD), 
however,  has  the  Commission's  approval,  and  may  continue.  The  College  District  will  be 
allowed  to  negotiate  and  accept  reimbursement  from  SFUSD  for  the  use  of  the  space.

City  College  of  San  Francisco  is  entering  the  second  year  of  a  grant 
from  the  California  Community  Colleges  Chancellor's  Office  on  behalf  of  fifteen 
community  colleges;  two  national  laboratories;  eight  unified  school  districts; 
nine  campuses  of  the  California  State  University;  and  fourteen  biotechnology 
companies  to  establish  a  statewide  California  Biotechnology  Education  Consortium. 

The  objectives  of  the  consortium  include: 

1.  Completion  of  a  job  market  and  skills  survey  of  biotechnology 
companies  in  Southern  California; 

2.  Establishment  of  a  job  placement  and  student  internship 
programs  in  the  biotechnology  industry; 

3.  Development  of  model  core  curricula  for  middle  and  secondary 
schools  and  community  colleges;  and

On  January  27,  1995,  the  Board  of  Trustees  authorized 
the  submission  of  an  application  and  appropriation  of  all  funds 
received  upon  approval  by  the  California  Trade  and  Commerce 
Agency  to  establish  a  Small  Business  Development  Center  (SBDC) . 
The  grant  application  was  approved  in  April,  and  we  are  in  the 
process  of  hiring  a  full-time  program  director  for  the  SBDC.   The 
job  announcement  closed  August  31,  1995,   and  we  estimate  that  a 
full-time  program  director  will  be  hired  by  early  November. 

In  the  meantime,  in  an  effort  not  to  lose  the  months  of 
September  and  October,  we  are  asking  for  authorization  to  hire 
James  Hunter  under  a  personal  services  contract  to  begin  the 
process  of  establishing  a  Small  Business  Development  Center.   The 
scope  of   work  includes : 

•  Setting  up  an  interim  SBDC  Office. 

•  Developing  a  report  on  site  selection. 

•  Generating  a  budget  matrix. 

•  Negotiating  outreach  locations  and  recruiting 
consultants . 

•  Providing  small  business  consulting  services. 

•  Marketing  SBDC  services. 

•  Procuring  equipment  and  library  resources. 


It  should  be  noted  that  a  similar  resolution  (No.  950727- 
B-30)  was  approved  on  July  27,  1995,  with  the  name  of  a  different 
consultant.  The  person  identified  in  the  July  27  resolution 
subsequently  declined  our  offer.  We  then  contacted  Mr.  Hunter,  who 
recently  held  the  position  of  Interim  Director  for  the  Silicon 
Valley  SBDC.  He  is  available  during  the  months  of  September  and 
October,  and  has  agreed  to  assist  us  in  starting  up  the  San 
Francisco  SBDC.  The  SBDC,  including  the  interim  director  position, 
is  funded  by  a  grant  from  the  California  Trade  and  Commerce  Agency 
and  the  U.S.  Small  Business  Administration. 

California  Government  Code  Section  53060  reads,  in 
part,  as  follows:

PART  2  -  ADMINISTRATIVE  PROVISIONS

realized,  it  shall  be  incumbent  upon  the  Chancellor  and  Chief 
Operating  Officer  to  review  revenue  estimates  each  month.    If  such 
revenue  estimates  indicate  a  shortage,  the  Chancellor  and  Chief 
Operating  Officer  shall  freeze  an  equivalent  amount  of  expenditure 
appropriations.

Commission  Rule  22,  Section  22.02.B9.    Provided,  however,  that  the 
position  held  by  an  employee  who  is  entitled  to  such  lump  sum 
payment  will  not  be  filled  with  either  a  permanent  or  temporary 
replacement  until  such  lump  sum  payment  has  been  recovered  from 
funds  budgeted  for  personal  services,  and  further  provided  that  in 
the  event  that  said  position  must  be  filled  immediately  it  may  be  so 
filled  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Chancellor  and  approval  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  a  resolution  providing  funds  for  the  purpose. 

Section  4  -        That  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  and  the  San 

Francisco  Controller  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  continue 
the  existing  special  and  trust  funds,  revolving  funds  and  reserves; 
and  the  receipts  in  and  expenditures  from  each  such  fund  are  hereby 
appropriated  in  accordance  with  law  and  the  conditions  under  which 
such  fund  was  established.   The  San  Francisco  Community  College 
District  and  the  San  Francisco  Controller  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  set  up  additional  special  and  trust  funds  and  reserves  as 
may  be  created  by  either  additional  requests  or  under  other 
conditions  and  the  receipts  in  each  fund  are  hereby  appropriated  in 
accordance  with  law  for  the  purposes  and  subject  to  the  conditions 
under  which  each  fund  was  established. 
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Section  5  -        That  whenever  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  shall 
receive  for  a  special  purpose  from  the  United  States  of  America,  the 
State  of  California,  or  from  any  public  or  semi-public  agency,  or  from 
any  private  person,  firm  or  corporation  any  moneys,  or  property  to 
be  converted  into  money,  there  shall  be  set  up  in  the  accounting 
records  of  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  and  the  San 
Francisco  Controller,  a  special  fund  or  account  evidencing  the 
amount  received  and  specifying  the  special  purposes  for  which  it  has 
been  received  and  for  which  it  is  held,  Such  an   account  or  fund  shall 
be  maintained  as  long  as  any  portion  of  said  moneys  or  property 
remains.    Such  receipts  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with 
law  for  the  purpose  and  subject  to  the  conditions  under  which  each 
receipt  was  received. 

Section  6  -         Permanent  certificated  and  classified  positions  continued  or  created 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  the  Adopted  Budget,  may  be  increased, 
decreased,  or  reclassified  only  by  a  formal  resolution  approved  by  a 
majority  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.    Funds  provided  in 
the  Adopted  Budget  for  permanent  classified  positions  may  with  the 
approval  of  the  Chancellor  and  Chief  Operating  Officer  be  used  to 
provide  for  a  temporary  employment  when  it  becomes  necessary  to 
replace  a  permanent  occupant  of  a  position  while  on  extended  leave 
without  pay,  or  for  the  temporary  filling  of  a  vacancy  in  a  permanent 
classified  position.    Funds  provided  in  the  Adopted  Budget  for 
permanent  positions  may  with  the  approval  of  the  Chancellor  and 
Chief  Operating  Officer  be  transferred  to  certificated  hourly  accounts 
when  it  becomes  necessary  to  replace  a  permanent   employee  who 
is  on  extended  leave  without  pay.    Funds  provided  in  the  Adopted 
Budget  for  permanent  certificated  positions  may  with  the  approval  of 
the  Chancellor  and  Chief  Operating  Officer  be  transferred  to  other 
certificated  positions. 

Section  7  -         Surpluses  existing  in  appropriations  made  for  permanent  positions  in 
the  Adopted  Budget,  shall  be  transferred  by  the  Chancellor  and  Chief 
Operating  Officer  to  the  maximum  extent  feasible,  into  the  Reserve 
for  Contingencies  prior  to  June  30,  1996. 

Section  8  -         Moneys  received  as  payment  for  damage  to  SFCCD  automobiles  or 
trucks,  or  other  property,  are  hereby  appropriated  to  pay  the  cost  of 
repairing  such  equipment  or  property.   Any  excess  funds,  and  any 
amount  received  for  damaged  equipment  which  is  not  to  be  repaired 
shall  be  credited  to  Miscellaneous  Revenues  of  the  General  Fund;

The  firm  of  Liebert,  Cassidy,  &  Frierson  has  provided 
the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  with  legal  services 
in  the  area  of  labor  relations  since  1989  and  non-labor  relations 
since  1990.   Jeffrey  Sloan  of  that  law  firm  has  been  the  primary 
person  from  the  law  firm  providing  the  services,  particularly  in 
labor  relations.   Mr.  Sloan  and  Liebert,  Cassidy  &  Frierson  have 
notified  the  District  that  Mr.  Sloan  and  Liebert,  Cassidy  & 
Frierson  are  severing  their  relationship  effective  October  1, 
1995.   Mr.  Sloan  will  be  continuing  his  representation  of  public 
sector  management  in  labor  relations  and  other  labor  related 
areas  of  law.   The  District  desires  to  continue  his  labor-related 
services  in  the  area  of  employer-employee  relations  and  his  non- 
labor  related  services,  especially  in  regard  to  on-going 
assignments . 

Mr.  Sloan  will  provide  labor  relations  services  under 
the  direction  of  the  Director  of  Employee  Relations  and  non- labor 
services  under  the  direction  of  the  General  Counsel .   Moneys  to 
be  expended  are  already  budgeted. 

California  Government  Code  §  53060  reads  in  relevant 
part  as  follows:   "The  legislative  body  of  any  public  or 
municipal  corporation  or  district  may  contract  with  and  employ 
any  persons  for  the  furnishing  to  the  corporation  or  district 
special  services  and  advice  in  financial,  economic,  accounting, 
engineering,  legal,  or  administrative  matters  if  such  persons  are 
especially  trained  and  experienced  and  competent  to  perform  the 
special  services  required. "

authority  of  the  Uniform  Code  of  Military 
Justice  (U.C.M.J.)   and  the  Department  of  Defense 
directive  have  continued  to  hunt  down  service  members 
for  discharge  for  no  other  reason  than  sexual 
orientation  despite  several  internal  and  external 
reports  that  lesbian,  gays,  bisexuals  and  transgender 
individuals  pose  not  greater  security  risk  than  other 
members  of  the  military;  and 

WHEREAS:   The  Department  of  Defense  (D.O.D.)  and  the 

U.S.  Military  believe  that  the  sexual 
orientation  of  individual  citizens  is  the  business  of 
the  military  and  any  deviation  of  heterosexuality  is  an 
abomination  of  nature  and  incompatible  with  military 
service;  and 

WHEREAS:   The  D.O.D.  and  the  U.S.  Military  are  exempted 

from  accurately  reflecting  the  population  of 
America  despite  the  fact  that  the  military  is  a  segment

WHEREAS:   Attitudes  in  the  Reserve  Officers  Training 
Program  (R.O.T.C.)   perpetuate  the  illegal,

Section  1  -         Because  total  appropriations  contained  in  the  Recommended  Final 
Budget  are  based  on  estimated  revenues  which  may  not  be  fully 
realized,  it  shall  be  incumbent  upon  the  Chancellor  and  Chief 
Operating  Officer  to  review  revenue  estimates  each  month.    If  such 
revenue  estimates  indicate  a  shortage,  the  Chancellor  and  Chief 
Operating  Officer  shall  freeze  an  equivalent  amount  of  expenditure 
appropriations.   These  frozen  appropriations  may  only  be  released  if 
subsequent  estimates  indicate  that  the  collection  of  the -amounts 
originally  estimated  is  assured. 

Section  2  -         The  Chancellor  and  Chief  Operating  Officer  are  hereby  authorized  to 
make  any  transfers  necessary  to  correct  erroneous  account 
classifications  or  to  effect  any  changes  in  accounts  made  necessary 
by  changes  in  the  method  of  expenditures  within  the  purpose  of  the 
appropriation;  such  as  when  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  authorized  a 
lump  sum  appropriation  for  a  program  or  a  project  and  transfers  to 
subsidiary  appropriations  are  required  by  City  and  County  or  State 
budgetary  practices.  In  contrast,  transfers  from  the  Appropriation  for 
Contingencies  to  any  expenditure  classification  shall  be  made  only  by 
formal  resolution  approved  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  of 
the  Governing  Board  as  provided  for  in  Title  5,  California  Code  of 
Regulations,  Section  58199;  in  addition  transfers  between  major 
budget  classifications  shall  be  made  only  by  a  formal  resolution 
approved  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  as 
provided  for  in  Title  5,  California  Code  of  Regulations,  Section 
58199.  Any  other  transfers  between  subordinate  accounts  within  a 
single  major  classification  may  be  made  by  the  Chancellor  and  Chief 
Operating  Officer. 

Section  3  -         The  Chancellor  and  Chief  Operating  Officer  are  hereby  authorized; 
first,  to  expend  from  the  available  funds  budgeted  for  any  approved 
position;  second,  to  transfer  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Title  5, 
California  Code  of  Regulations,  Section  58199  and  expend  from  the 
available  funds  budgeted  for  personal  services;  and  third,  to  transfer 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  Title  5,  California  Code  of  Education, 
Section  58199  and  expend  from  any  other  available  budgeted  funds 
for  lump  sum  payments  to  classified  employees  upon  death  or 
retirement  for  service  or  separation  caused  by  industrial  accident  for 
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accumulated  sick  leave  benefits  in  accordance  with  Civil  Service 
Commission  Rule  22,  Section  22.02.B9.    Provided,  however,  that  the 
position  held  by  an  employee  who  is  entitled  to  such  lump  sum 
payment  will  not  be  filled  with  either  a  permanent  or  temporary 
replacement  until  such  lump  sum  payment  has  been  recovered  from 
funds  budgeted  for  personal  services,  and  further  provided  that  in 
the  event  that  said  position  must  be  filled  immediately  it  may  be  so 
filled  on  the  recommendation  of. the  Chancellor  and  approval  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  a  resolution  providing  funds  for  the  purpose. 

Section  4  -         That  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  and  the  San 

Francisco  Controller  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  continue 
the  existing  special  and  trust  funds,  revolving  funds  and  reserves; 
and  the  receipts  in  and  expenditures  from  each  such  fund  are  hereby 
appropriated  in  accordance  with  law  and  the  conditions  under  which 
such  fund  was  established.   The  San  Francisco  Community  College 
District  and  the  San  Francisco  Controller  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  set  up  additional  special  and  trust  funds  and  reserves  as 
may  be  created  by  either  additional  requests  or  under  other 
conditions  and  the  receipts  in  each  fund  are  hereby  appropriated  in 
accordance  with  law  for  the  purposes  and  subject  to  the  conditions 
under  which  each  fund  was  established. 

Section  5  -         That  whenever  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  shall 
receive  for  a  special  purpose  from  the  United  States  of  America,  the 
State  of  California,  or  from  any  public  or  semi-public  agency,  or  from 
any  private  person,  firm  or  corporation  any  moneys,  or  property  to 
be  converted  into  money,  there  shall  be  set  up  in  the  accounting 
records  of  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  and  the  San 
Francisco  Controller,  a  special  fund  or  account  evidencing  the 
amount  received  and  specifying  the  special  purposes  for  which  it  has 
been  received  and  for  which  it  is  held,  Such  an    account  or  fund  shall 
be  maintained  as  long  as  any  portion  of  said  moneys  or  property 
remains.    Such  receipts  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with 
law  for  the  purpose  and  subject  to  the  conditions  under  which  each 
receipt  was  received.

Permanent  certificated  and  classified  positions  continued  or  created 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  the  Adopted  Budget,  may  be  increased, 
decreased,  or  reclassified  only  by  a  formal  resolution  approved  by  a 
majority  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.    Funds  provided  in 
the  Adopted  Budget  for  permanent  classified  positions  may  with  the 
approval  of  the  Chancellor  and  Chief  Operating  Officer  be  used  to 
provide  for  a  temporary  employment  when  it  becomes  necessary  to 
replace  a  permanent  occupant  of  a  position  while  on  extended  leave 
without  pay,  or  for  the  temporary  filling  of  a  vacancy  in  a  permanent 
classified  position.    Funds  provided  in  the  Adopted  Budget  for 
permanent  positions  may  with  the  approval  of  the  Chancellor  and 
Chief  Operating  Officer  be  transferred  to  certificated  hourly  accounts 
when  it  becomes  necessary  to  replace  a  permanent   employee  who 
is  on  extended  leave  without  pay.    Funds  provided  in  the  Adopted 
Budget  for  permanent  certificated  positions  may  with  the  approval  of 
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the  Chancellor  and  Chief  Operating  Officer  be  transferred  to  other 
certificated  positions. 

Section  7  -         Surpluses  existing  in  appropriations  made  for  permanent  positions  in 
the  Adopted  Budget,  shall  be  transferred  by  the  Chancellor  and  Chief 
Operating  Officer  to  the  maximum  extent  feasible,  into  the  Reserve 
for  Contingencies  prior  to  June  30,  1996. 

Section  8  -         Moneys  received  as  payment  for  damage  to  SFCCD  automobiles  or 
trucks,  or  other  property,  are  hereby  appropriated  to  pay  the  cost  of 
repairing  such  equipment  or  property.    Any  excess  funds,  and  any 
amount  received  for  damaged  equipment  which  is  not  to  be  repaired 
shall  be  credited  to  Miscellaneous  Revenues  of  the  General  Fund; 
provided  that  where  the  property  is  damaged  during  construction  and 
such  construction  is  funded  from  the  Capital  Outlay  Projects  Fund, 
the  excess  funds  shall  be  credited  to  the  specific  construction  project 
in  the  Capital  Outlay  Projects  Fund. 

PART  3  -  GENERAL  FUND  -  PART  B  RESTRICTED 

Section  1  -         The  General  Fund  -  Part  B  Restricted  portion  of  the  SFCCD  Budget 
contains  appropriation  of  categorical  funds  from  Disabled  Students 
Programs  and  Services  (DSPS),  Matriculation,  Adult  Basic  Education, 
Contract  Education,  Community  Services,  International  Institute, 
Parking  Fee  Fund,  Grants  Fiscal  Services,  Student  Health  Services, 
BFAP  Program,  Apprenticeship  Program,  and  Extended  Opportunity 
Program  and  Services  (EOPS),  Parts  A  &  B.    EOPS  Part  C  is 
appropriated  and  expended  in  the  Student  Financial  Aid  Fund.    Such 
appropriation  shall  be  increased  or  decreased  in  accordance  with  the 
amount  made  available  during  the  year  1995-96  by  cash  receipts  or 
allocations  from  the  State  of  California  or  by  amounts  carried  over 
from  the  prior  fiscal  year.   Within  each  categorical  program,  transfers 
from  unallocated  amounts,  transfers  between  accounts,  and 
transfers  between  major  classes  are  authorized  to  be  made  by  the 
Chancellor  and  Chief  Operating  Officer  to  the  extent  permitted  by  the 
laws  and  regulations  of  the  State  of  California. 

PART  4  -  CHILD  DEVELOPMENT  FUND 

Section  1  -         The  Child  Development  Fund  portion  of  the  SFCCD  Budget  contains 
appropriations  of  categorical  funds  from  the  Chiid  Care  Food 
Program,  the  State  Preschool  Program,  the  Center-Public  Child 
Development  Program,  Title  IV-A  "At  Risk"  Chiid  Care  and  the 
Campus  Child  Care  Bailout  and  Tracking.    Such  appropriations  shall 
be  increased  or  decreased  in  accordance  with  the  amount  made 
available  during  fiscal  year  1995-96  by  cash  receipts  or  allocations 
from  the  State  of  California.    Within  each  categorical  program, 
transfers  from  unallocated  amounts,  transfers  between  accounts, 
and  transfers  between  major  classes  are  authorized  to  be  made  by 
the  Chancellor  and  Chief  Operating  Officer  to  the  extent  permitted  by 
the  laws  and  regulations  of  the  State  of  California.

The  Human  Rights  Commission  wouic  like  to  state  its  support  for  the  attached  Board  resolution, 
which  reinforces  the  position  already  «  ken  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  1992  in  which  all  military 
recruitment  on  District  property  was  )anned  because  of  the  military's  discriminatory  policies 
based  on  sexual  orientation  which  viola  te  the  District's  existing  policy  of  aon-<£Lscrimisatios.  The 
Commission  understands  that  openly  lesbian,  gay,  bisexual  or  transgendered  students  are 
prohibited  from  receiving  such  miliiary  scholarships  based  on  the  current  military  policy 
mandating  discharge  from  the  armed  se  rvices  for  such  individuals.  The  Commission  realizes  that 
(he  Community  College  District  has  a  policy  of  non-discrimination  which  seeks  to  provide  ail 
persons  with  equal  educational  opporti  inities  regardless  of  sexual  orientation. 

The  Commission  notes  the  exclusion  t  f  bisexuals  from  the  resolution,  as  well  as  the  exclusion 
of  transgendered  persons  from  part  of  he  resolution.  The  Commission  suggests  that  the  Board 
include  bisexuals  and  transgendered  persons  consistently  in  this  resolution,  and  asks  that  the 
Board  be  inclusive  of  the  entire  lesbian .  gay,  bisexual  and  transgender  communities  in  decisions 

The  Commission  offers  to  act  as  a  resource  regarding 
issues  as  the  Board  works  to  develop  policies  to  serve 


which  will  affect  these  communities. 
lesbian,  gay.  bisexual  and  transgender 
these  communities. 


The  Commission  understands  that  the  ban  on  recruitment  in  the  District  does  not  deny  any 
student  from  enlisting  and  seeking  m  litary  scholarships  at  any  of  the  extensive  network  of 
recruiting  stations. 

Finally,  the  Commission  commands  the  Board  for  addressing  this  difficult  issue  and  for  working 
towards  a  non -discriminatory  en  vironnn  rat  for  all  members  of  the  San  Francisco  community.  We 
encourage  your  support  of  the  &esoluti  an.
